Why are more and more indi¬ 
viduals and institutions turaing 
to investment specialists? Mostly 
for greater efficiency in handling 
money, according to Eric T. 
Miller, vice president in charge 
of investment services at 
Dominick & Dominick, Incorpo¬ 
rated, one of Wall Street’s oldest 
concerns. 

"Time is a big factor,” says 
Mi*. Miller. "A large institution 
can’t afford to have money that 
is idle. And most do not have the 
time to make adequate studies. 
They are simply not staffed for 
the job. Tliat is where we come 
in.” 

Mr. Miller added that it is 
easy for a money-manager to be 
lulled into false comfort by own¬ 
ing so-called “blue-chip” securi¬ 
ties. 

"Some of these ‘sacred cows’ 
have done poorly over the last 
few years,” he said. "They are 
fine, long-established companies 
that for one reason or anotlier 
have not kept pace, in terms of 
their stock prices, with the mar¬ 
ket as measured by the Dow 
Jones averages.” 

"It does not mean that these 
companies are in trouble or that 
their shares will not rise again 
in value, but the common stock 
investor is not satisfied to wait. 
He expects to be in tune with 
the long-term ti*end, and since 
1950 '.that trend has been up.”

Q. I am 48 years old. I never 
worked. .My husband died in 1965. 
My survivor benefits stopped in 
1966 when my only child married. 
I broke a hip in 1964 and have 
been in a wheel-chair since. Can 
I apply for disabled widow pay¬ 
ments? 

A. You have to be at least 50 
years of age. You should apply 
three months in advance of age 
50. This gives the'.social security 
office plenty of time to process 
your claim. 

Q. I am an attorney and need 
to know the requirements for 
widow' benefits because I am con¬ 
servator for several disabled wo¬ 
men. 

A. Your local social security of¬ 
fice invites applications in any 
ca.se, but ba.sically the widow has 
to be at least age 50 but not have 
attainod age 60 and no iater than 
7 years following: the month of 
her husband’s death; or the last 
month for which she may have 
previously been entitled to survi¬ 
vor benefits bused on the hus¬ 
band’s account, whichever is the 
latest. For example, a disability 
which began before her husband’s 
death, meets these requirements. 

Q. A widow at age 60 takes a 
reduced benefit. Does a disabled 
widow also receive reduced bene¬ 
fits? 

A. A disabled widow’s benefit 
is reduced for months before age 
60. This reduction is in addition 
to that for months between ages 
60 and 62. 

Q. Could you give me an ex¬ 
ample of the monthly cash pay¬ 
ments for u disabled widow at 
age .50? 

A. i’aymonts relate to the av¬ 
erage yearly earaings of the de¬ 
ceased worker. If you are 50 or 
older, and a disabled widow, you 
shouUi contact a social security 
representative.
